Georgia Baptist Convention and Uth- 
er Things. 


At the Baptist state convention which 
meets a’ Lhomasvilie, (reorgia, on the 
20th must., the question of selecting a 
loéation for a teinale university will be 
decided. . 

It is most respectfully suggested that 
this scheme is impracticable at this 
time, because of the utter impossibility 
ot obtaining funds adequate to erect 
suitable buiidings and to equip the de- 
partments of such an Institution. 

It is gravely doubted whether estab- 
lished colleges can be sustained, as the 
strong ones are becoming weak and the 
weak ones are dying. 

Vassar has cost about $1,000,000, and 
like Oliver Twist cries tor more, anda 
la Miss Horseleech whispers, “Give, 

ive.” 

The Nashville Vanderbilt university 
approximates in its gross expenditure 
injusive of $300,000 endowment, about 
$1,000,000, and the laboratory cost it 
$30,000, in goldin Lurope. It is twe 
thatsuch amounts are not absolutely 
necessary, but a larless sum is beyond 
the ability of Georgia Baptists now. 
Most Bap i-.s are farmers, and the 
farmers of Georgia paid in 1875 about 
$4,250,000 interest on purchases above 
fair rates. Ihe ordinary tax bill seldum 
exceeds $500,000 for the civil establish- 
ment, but the jarmers voluntarily tax 
themselves 8 times as much as the 
state demands. 

Tis unnecessary to argue that such 
people are unable to endow another 
university, when they live only by 
reducing semi-starvation to a science. 

But there is a danger in _ this 
question, for if it is determined 
tv jioca'e the contemplated u-iversity 
at any place where there is +lreadya 
femaie college, without securing addi- 
tional endowment to properly equip 
ali the departments in a proper mau- 
ner, then such a course would tend to 
act simply as an adverti ement for the 
place selected and thus injure other 
established female colleges engaged in 
this noble work. The benefit would 
be conferred on one place to the prob- 
able injury more or less, 0! a dozen 
other places. 

If higher education is demanded for 
girls, the reas colleges could easily 
furnish the facilities for a sufficient 
consideration, but bef re higher 4devel- 
opment is possible, public sentiment 
must cease to force a girl through col- 
lege before she is twenty. Something 
less than a university proper can sup- 
ply the present demand. 

Lhe traveler said to the polite gam- 
bler,there are 17 reasons for not indulg- 
ing ina social game. The first is “‘no 
money,’ and he was kindly excused 
from detailing the 16 good reasons, so 
tue 150,000 Baptists in Georgia can 
reply as to the female university, “no 
money.” Industrial schools, throwing 
open the lighter occupations for girls, 
obtaining knitting machines which 
make 25 pairs of stockings per day.

AN ABMY IN ifs SHIRT TAIL. 


How Nelsou’s Men Crossed Duck 
River om the Way te &Bhileh.

General William Nelson commanded 
the Fourth division of Buell’s army. 
He had been a naval officer, and his 
tyranny and harshness caused his men 
to dislike him at first. But as the 
march southward took the troops into 
the enemy’s country, the soldierly per- 
ceptions and instincts of the old yen- 
eral, as well es his stern sense of duty 
and pride im his command, won for 
him respect, and a strange sort of feel- 
ing that was almost affection. 

Nelson was a strict disciplinurian,ard 
always moved, orwent into camp, or 
left camp, as if in the presence of the 
enemy. Hesuperintended,early every 
morning, the formation of line of bat- 
tle; was on his horse at the first bugle 
blast, and rode down. the line like a 
hurricane, expectingeyery man, officer 
as well as private, to be in his place, 
and ready for duty. Men, under this 
training, became unconsciously alert, 
and emphatic in action. It was astand- 
ing jokethat Nelson’s division could 
“tumble out’? quicker’ than any 
other. Nejson was particular and 
exacting as to little thinys, which seem- 
ed trifling until the men realized,in the r 
tirst battle, that all had constiuted a 
part of their training for battle. The 
realization that their commander had 
seen with clearer vision than they, and 
that he had compelied them to do what 
was best, cau-ed the men to turn with 
rare trust to the Old Stormer, and to 
become rather proud of his oddities and 
his obtrusive individuality. He wasa 
thorough sold’e,, and was terribly in 
earnest, and the, «new it. 

On the march southward from Nash- 
ville, Buell’s advance was delayed by 
the destruction of the tridge across 
Duck river. Nelson fretted under the 
delay, protested against it, and finally 
volunteered to put his division across 
without a bridge, if he were allowed 
the advance. Permission was given 
for him to cross, and he issued one of 
the queerest military orders on r cord. 
This was read to the troops in the 
morning,and was in substance like this: 
The men will march tothe river, tix 
bayonets and stack arms. They will 
then take off their pants, blouses and 
accoutrements, putting ail in a bundle, 
which will be placed on the bayonet. 
They willthen take arms, and, with 
bundles on the bayonets as ordered, 
will wade the river in their shirts and 
drawers. Ofhcers will see that there is 
no confusion, and that, on reaching 
the farther bank, the men dress quickly 
and march rapidly forward to restore 
the circulation. 

Imagine the looks of 8,000 or 10,000 
men as this order was read to them on 
acool, bright spring morning. They 
marched down to the river; they un- 
dressed to their shirts; and, in view of 
the entire population of Colnmbia, 
men, women and children, they, with 
cheers and shouts,and jokes,and laughs, 
plunged inte the cold water. Tue 
scene was. ludicrous in the extreme; 
but in not very many hours the entire 
division was marching southward. — It 
kept the advance during the interval 
between that date and the battle of 
Shiloh. 

During the mazch, Nelson was fuin- 
ing and storming about slowness; an‘, 
early on the morning of the first attack 
on Grant’s forces at Pittsburg Landing, 
had burried his troops into line and 
had marched southward on his own 
responsibility. Men remember to this 
day the face of Nelson on that march. 
His mutterings were of impending 
danger; and, when his ear caught the 
sound of artillery, he urged tne men to 
vreater efforts. When Grant’s mes-— 
senger met him, his men were hurry- 
ing forward; and when Carson outlined 
the situation, Nelson thundered ont: 
‘We knew it, sir, aud we are moving. 
Carry your message to those behind ns.’ 
After this the men saw Nelson at his 
best. He dropped his offensively arro- 
gant manner; hespoke tenderly, almost 
gushingly, of the army in front. and of 
the honor of the old flag; and wheu his 
tirst brigade had crossed the Tennessee, 
and he came on foot (his horse could 
not be taken in the boat crowded with 
men,) his tones and words were such 
as to instilla new courage into their 
hearts, and tocall outa new devotion 
to their bluff old leader. He called the 
men gentlemen, did not swear once, 
and bis ever ready “Gotohellsir’ 
was forgotten. History tells how the 
division went into battle, and how well 
they did their duty, but the strong in- 
dividuality of Nelson, his prescience, 
energy and readiness were better illus- 
traied by the crossing of Duck river 
than by his splendid battle record He 
understood the needs of the hour, and 
met them with a rude, imperious em- 
phasis that compelled admiration. 
Had bis men not waded Duck river in 
their shirts, Buell’s army would not 
have been within call to turn the tide 
at Shiloh.

GRANT'S DFSPERATION. 


“I Wish to Heaven thu 4th of March, 
1877, Was at Hasd” 
Washington Special New York Herald. 


The most devoted friends of General 
Baocock are shocked at the revelations: 
of the witness te A on the subject 
of his connection: with the safe bur- 
glary case,and the unsatisfactory nature 
of Gen. Babcock’s own explanation in 
reply. President Grant is credited with 
exclaiming this morning: 

“I wish to heaven the 4th of Mach, 
1877, was at hand!” and then going on 
to philosophize over the fact that his 
appointments vf personal friends to 
office had been failures, betrayals or 
worse, while those made on political or 
party grounds had been almost all of 
them successes and hits. In fact, all 
kinds of rumors are _ flying to- 
night covering the latest 
aspect of the relations between 
the president and his late secretary. It 
issaid that the president is deeply 
grieved and mortified at the develop- 
ments of the safe burglary investigation. 
He had thought that, with the verdict 
of ‘not guilty” and the retirement of 
his favorite and confidential secretary, 
there would be an end of trouble on 
the latter’s account, but the startling 
disclosures of Detective Whitley have 
staggered the best friends of Gen. 
Babcock. who are apprehensive to 
what will come next. It is asserted by 
those claiming to have talked with the 
president since yesterday, that he 
will go before Proctor Knott’s com- 
mittee’ and make a plain statement 
of allhe knows concerning the safe 
burglary case, showing that he 
had nothing to do with ordering Attor- 
ney General Williams to discontinue 


jthe suits against the guilty parties, 


\while another . gentleman, sup- 
posed to be on intimate terms with the 
president, says that Grant has given 
Secretary Babcock a terrible lecture on 
his “‘unfaithfulness.” Another report 
says that the president was very angry, 
and talked exceedingly plain to the ex- 
secretary, but that, when the matter 
was fully explained by Gen. Babcock, 
the president exonerated him. The 
only rift in the dark cloud which has 
lowed upon the heve of Babcock is the 
possible false testimony of Whitley, 
who once testified, it will be remember- 
ed. not onlytohis own innocence and 
non-complicity, but proved an alibi by 


the most respectable witness when he

He loaned Mrs. For- 
rest ‘about $15,000, gave an associate 
whom he does not name $15,000, and 
other sums to other persons, and got as 
his actual fee $7,000 allowed by Wil- 
liam Curtis Noves as referee in the 
case. The following are interesting 
passa es as to the article in question: 

*‘T will say that nothing more vilely 
false than it is, in its whole tenor and 
in all its details, can well be imagined. 
In nothing that is materia! to any in- 
culpation of myself does it contain 
even the slightest color of truth.” 

And again: 

“Mrs. Fcrrest never has, to my knowl- 
edge, down to the present hour, com- 
plained@to any charge made by me. I 
lo not believe that she ever has done 
so. I never heard of her having done 
so until the publication of the article 
in the New York Times above referred 
to. I regard the imputation therein 
contained—that she did so complain— 
as equally a libel upon her and upon 
me. During my recent illness, in the 
present year 1876, she called at mv 
house, which is twenty miles distant 
from her own. 

“The apparent kindness of feeling to- 
ward me expressed by her must have 
been sincere. I have alw&ys asserted, 
and now believe, that Mrs. Forrest has 
ever been a lady of perfect moral pu- 
rity. It became well koown during 
the divorce case that Mrs. Forrest, in 
addition to her numerous attractions 
and accomplishments, possess d great 
skill and talent as a writer. It is sup- 
posed that she has kept up her connec- 
tion with the press and continually 
cultivated her powers in this respect. 
Consequently, some persons can not 
rconcile their silence under these im- 
putations with the high character which 
l assert for her. The task of doing so 
is not easy, but it may be possible. At 
tirst I thought that the society of 
her beloved sister, Mrs. Henry M 
Sedley, and of that sister's only 
child, was SO neccvssarv to" 
her happiness thatthe dread of losing | 
it if she should interfere, might have 
induced her to rely on the defensive 
power of my reputation, or my ability 
to defend myself.

A HOOSIER FOR LUCK, 


Romantic Tale of an Indiana Boys 
Adveuturein B azil—Me Saves the 
Lite ota Daughter ofan ludiau 
Chiefand Receives Her Ha. d 


INDIANAPOLIS, [ND., April 10.—Staf- 
ford Morris,of this city has just received 
from his son, Ernest Morris, the boy 
naturalist, now seeking fame aud speci- 
mensin Brazil, a letter which tells the 
most romantic. tale ot his good fortune 
in a differentfield. Nearly two years 
ago young Morris, enthusiastic in nat- 
ural history and only 18 years of age, 
left Indianapolis, struck the Ohio, and 
reached New Orleans by a skiff voyage, 
and thence sailed for Para, in Brazil, 
intending to ascend the Amazon and 
collect specimens in the wild and un- 
known South American forests. Re- 
ports of his explorations have been re- 
ceived and published from time to time, 
as he reached points of communication 
along the route. He has ascended te 
the fountains of the Amazon in Equa- 
dor hundreds of miles beyond the 
point reached by the naturalist Bates, 
sent out some years ago by the British 
government, and furnished with unlim- 
ited means. Accounts of his wonder- 
ful adventures and successful career as 
a lover of science having reached he 
ears of the Smithsonian Institute and 
various scientific associations in New 
York and Philadelphia, he has beer 
epgaged todeliver lectures on his re- 
turn, and an eastern publishing house 
willlaunch his journal in book form. 
He writes to his family here relating 
the grandest of all adventures yet. 
The story is as follows, and reads like a 
chapter trom the ‘Arabian Nights.” 
While encamped one evening on the 
banks of the Amazon, near santarm, 
below Villa Franca, a furious storm 
arose. While preparing shelter with 
palms he sawayoung Indian maiden 
on the stream in a canoe, and trying to 
make the shore before the storm. came 
on. She was not equal tothe task, and 
Morris, noticing she was being drawn 
towards the powerful current ,swam 
boldly out to her rescue at great peril 
to himself and pushed the canoe safely 
tothe shore. Her gratitude took the 
shape of an invitation to conduct her 
home. The young hero accepted, and 
after a weary tramp, and some sharp- 
shooting at wild beasts on the way, re- 
turned her home, only to find, to his 
surprise, her father was a native chief 
of a Brazilian tribe’ and owned title 
deeds to the vast region lving between 
the river Amazon and the Sierra Acary 
range of mountains’ and that the girl 


overwhelmed him with kindness and 
gitts, has takenhim intothe family, 
and now offers him the hand of Miss 
Princess, whois extremely beautiful 
and wearsa diamosd-studded girdle 
that would ransom a king. He prom- 
ises Morris countless _ treasnres 
from his diamvund beds and 
gold fields, and the help of his 
whole tribe in collecting specimens; but 
his pride is pitched in a royal key, and 
befure marriagecan take place he in- 
sists that the son of science shal) take 
the Indian beauty to his American 
home as a sister and obtain the consent 
of his parents to the match.

DOM PEDRO, 

We have corralled a live emperor 
sure enough—Dom Pedro and his wife, 
Theresa-Christina-Maria,both of Brazil. 
It is Dom, not Don, Pedro, because our 
imperial visitor speaks Portugese, not 
Spanish. The twotitles are however 
derived from the same Latin word, 
dominus, and mean lord, ora word to 
that effect. It is well to understand 
this matter, for the emperor and 
empress may come this way in locking 

~over the country as they propose to do. 
Already St. Louis is moving to tender 
thei civic hospitalities, and our coun- 
cil may soon catch tne fever. It is cer- 
tainly time that Mayor Hammock be- 
gan to consider an address of welcome. 

Dom Pedro II is no one-horse em- 
peror. The blood of the Braganzas, 
the Bourbons and the Hapsburgs are 
mingled in his veins, but he has pretty 
big veins. He is a cousin of the present 

“king of Portugal. He married the daugh- 
ter of aking—Francis I, of the Two sici- 
lies, and Mr-. Pedro’s sister was once 
queen of Spain. They have two 
daughters, the princesses Isabella and 
Leopoldina. The Brazilian law permits 
the descent of the crownin the female 
line, and the first-named princess is the 
regent of the empire during the ab- 
sence of her father, and the heiress 
apparent all the time.

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The vast empire of Brazil is constant-

In person our imperial guest is 
hereulean mould, standing 
over six feet and three inch- 
es in his stockings, well pro- 
portioned, and in the full vigor of life. 
He has just passed his fiftieth year. 
He is also an accomplished man, a stu- 
dent, and, says one writer, beyood 
doubt the most learned and liberal- 
minded of all the reigning sovereigns 
ofthe world. His reign has been an 
eraof progress and prosperity. Schools 
have been established, railways built, 
lines of steamships organized, vast 
tracts of country explored and settled, 
and a sparse raw population converted 
into rs compact and pow- 
erful nation. The firm and 
wise rule of Dom Pedro II has 
wonderfully promoted all these advan- 
ces in civilization. Such a man is, of 
course, greatly loved and revered at 
home. Says one of his admirers: “1 
tell you, Dom Pedrois asplendid fel- 
low—more of a republican at heart 
than many Americans,and much less 
of a snob, as will be found out if any 
grand display is attempted in his spec- 
ial honor. He has a contempt for emp- 
ty show and processions, and would 
rather spend an hour in studying outa 
new machine, orin company with a 
literary or scientitic friend, than in ac- 
ting as principal figure in any ceremo- 
ny. Ifhecould give his people the 
right to choose their own ruler he would 
do so at once,and if he lives long 
enough, itis not unlikely that some 
provision will be made, at his instance, 
for the founding of a great republic of 
Brazil.”

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THE DISTRICT CONVENTION. 

A rumor has found credence amongst 
afew who have not kept themselves ac- 
.curately in‘ormedin relation to local pol 
itics,that the delegates whom the sever- 
al counties of the fifth district are se- 
lecting, will have a right to nominate a 
member of congress. This rumor is as 
unfounded and absurd as a 
rumor can well be. The state 
executive committee requested the dis- 
tricts to select or nominate delegates 
to the national convention. The dis- 
trict committees proceeded tu assemble 
conveotions in their respective districts 
in pursuance of the action of the state 
committee. In this district there was 
and is no_ district committee, 
but we were well supplied with “‘calls”’ 
nevertheless. The chairman of the 
state executive cemmittee led off with 
acall fora convention ‘to select two 
delegates for their district and four for 
the state-at-large, for the national dem- 
ocratic convention.” The _ resident 
members of the state convention algo is- 
sued a call fora convention ‘to select 
delegates to the national democratic 
eonvention.” Thencame a call from 
the president of the last district con- 
vention for aconvention “to select dele- 
gate from this district to the national 
democratic convention.” These calls, 
based on the resolution of the state 
executive committee, limit the work of 
the Griffin convention tothe sele tion 
or nomination of delegates to xv to 
St Louis. Any other action would be 
an invasion of the people’s rights, and 
would not be tolerated. The people 
elected delegates for a specific and well 
advertised purpose, and the conven- 
tien will, of course, confine itself to the 
objects for which it was assembled. 

It is no light task, however, to select 
men to cast the vote of the district in 
the all-important convention af St. 
Louis. We want men for that purpose 
who are not partisans of uny aspirant, 
who are intelligent and wide awake, 
who will exercise judgment, 
and strive, after availing themselves 
of every avenue of information, to give 
usthe right standard bearer for the 
campaign that carries with itso much 
of good or illto all of us.

The appropriation “for detecting end 
bringing to trial and p‘inishment »pe r- 
sons guilty of violation of the internal 
revenue laws” being under considera- 
tion in the house of representatives, 
acd noamendment peuding, Mr. Hill 
said: 

Then Pmove to strike out the whole 
paragraph, so as to pay nothing for the 
purpose of paying informers. I believe, 
Mr. Chairman, that the whole habit of 
employing informers in connection with 
the revenue service is exceedingly vi- 
cious. I believe, in the tirst place, that 
not one dollar is saved te the govern- 
ment by that system. I believe from 
the investigation which I have given to 
the subject that the government ex- 
pends more in paying informers than it 
colleets from the revenue; and I believe 
that the oppressions and wrongs inflic- 
ted upon the people fraudulently by 
these intormers exceed ten-fold almost, 
the amount of any profit possible to the 
government by reason of this system of 
informers. 

In the first place, Mr. Chairman, I do 
not myseli bvlieve an informer. I be- 
lieve thata man who enters into that 
business and agrees to become a scav 
enger for pay is unworthy of pay and is 
doing agreat deal to demoralize the 
coubtry. These oppressions, sir, are 
especially extravagant in some portiors 
of the country. A_ large por- 
tion of the district which I rep- 
resent here is composed of what are 
called the mountain cvunties. The 
population there are r; they are 
laborers ; and these informers go ino 
that country and commit all kinds oi 
depredstions under the pretense of en- 
forcing the revenue laws. 

As evidence upon this point I ask the 
clerk to read one of mauy letters I have 
received from that portion of the 
country : 

ELLuUAY, GRORGIA, March 10, 1876. 

DEA SiR: Since wriling to you before, we 
h ve come inte the possession oj facts that go to 
pruve beyoud cavil taat one of the most corrupt 
riugs has existed for years in this country. A 
considerable belt of Our country nas beeu for 
years unmolested for the purpose of carrying on 
w trade in iliie:t whisky. Parti-s co-operating 
with revenue imen have been @ry active in 
encouraging the anning of these distilleries by 
getting hola «of & ills from revenne men, and 
selling them to diiferent parties and inducing 
them to engage iu the business. agreeing to 
buy all the whisky, aud to protect tuem frum 
interference, assuring them that they could con- 
trol the revenue officials 

This trade has been canied on to a great ex- 
tent aslong as it was tuought profitable or safe 
Ww Oso Now tise same parties act the part 
of detectives, and have thestills and prop-rty 
all s:ized, the partier arrested. xnd then ext rt 
money from them by way of compromisipvg 
the rc:ises Numerous inust:rces have come to 
our knowledge of these kinds of transactions 
lu order to carry Out tueir schemes and har? ss 
aud oppress the people, and, we may say, add 
imsult w injury, the most noted c:iminals and 
desperate and abaudoned characters in the 
couutry have been employed to execute the 
saws. Such viliainsand vagabouds are honor- 
ed with office und armed with power to oppress 
the people. We need an investigating commit- 
lee to :00k intothis matter. We have the evi- 
cence, and cau unearth the meauest, if not the 
biggest frauds that have been perpetrated in the 
uameofiaw. If we cannot get a committee, 
then let (he department send us a detective,and 
we Can put bim iu possessiva of the facts 

Our people are represeuted as outlaws, stand- 
ing out in cefiance of law, when the tiuth is 
our people have taken the matter iu hand, and 
we can furnish the proof that a: least in Gilmer 
county nota single illici. distillery exists, aud 
tne people do not intend to tolerate one in the 
juture, If we do not get relief 1n some way the 
people will actually suffer. In some neighbor- 
hoods nearly every man iseither arr sted or 
taken off as a witness, toattend for weeks im 
Aulanta, signt at the time they ought to he en 
gaged iu theircrops.

I wish to state to the 
house that I know these gentlemen 
personally, and they are entitled to ab- 
solute credit Their statements estab- 
lish the factthat these informers, in 
coLspiracy with deputy mar-hals, some 
of whom I know, and some of whom 
have recently been de‘« cted in the com- 
mission of offenses—

The CHAIRMAN. The time of the 
gentseman has expired. 

Mr. HILL I would like alittle more 
time. 

Mr. ATKINS, I will take the floor 
and yield my time to the gentleman 
from Georgia. [Mr. Hill.) 

Mr. HILL. I thank the gentleman 
for his courtesy. I say these gentle- 
men are entitled to absolute credit. I 
have had that letter read to the house 
asa specimen of the letters I have re- 
ceived upon this subject. I havein my 
possession a long list of names of citi- 
zens who have been arrested and car- 
ried fifty miles, some of them in chains, 
aud who are ready to testify that they 
paid for being released, and to state the 
sums of mney each one paid to be dis- 
charged from arrest. 

In addition to that, we have proof 
positive that hundreds of cases—I say 
just what I mean; hundreds of cases— 
have occurred in these mountain coun- 
ties where parties have been arrested 
without the slightest evidence against 
them; and,there being no commission- 
er to try them nearer than Marieéta,Car- 
tersville, or Atlanta,from fifty to eighty 
miles, and being liable to. be marched 
off on foot, and sometimes in chains, 
the informers have proposed to them 
to take a given sum of money to dis- 
charge them; and rather than be carried 
that distance many innocent men have 
paid the money. 


Mr. HURLBUT. I notice that in 
this communication just read there 
was a request that the government 
would send a detective down there. 
Mr. HILL. Yes. 

Mr. HURLBUT. Ti.en it would not 
do to strike out this paragraph making 
au appropriation for the payment of a 
detective force. 

Mr. HILL. My argument is for the 
purpose of showing that this system 
pays nothing to the government and is 
a robbery of the people. I had an in- 
terview upon this sabject with the 
cominissicner of internal revenue, and 
I called upon him for information as to 
the exp: nses of the prosecutions in 
this r‘ion of the state ot Georgia. 
He told me that the expense to the 
government would average $135 for 
each person. Now, three ont of four 
of those who are arrested and refuse to 
purchase their ransom are discharged 
as not guilty; about one in four is con- 
victed. I learned recently, directly 
irom a court which was in session last 
week, thata large batch of these per- 
sons been brought down there 
and not one in ten was convicted. 
Mr. RANDALAL Are these grain dis-

ished me, 
and adding the wrong to the people to 
the expense to the government 1 capn- 
not make it less than $500 a head. 
I have it from a judge of the dis- 
trict court that. a month ago there were 
three hundred in jail there and the 
poor creatures are often compelled to 
remain in jail three times as long as 
their sentences would be if convicted, 
for want of a court to try them. 

Mr. RANDALL. There mast be some 
mistake about the gentleman’s state- 
ment. His estimate is that there are 
three hundred of these cases, cos!ing 
$100 each, which would be $30,000. 
Now the records of the department 
how that there was only $34,000 in 
the whole United States expended for 
this purpose during the last nine 
months. 


Mr. HILL. That is periectly ex- 
plainable. I understand from the com- 
missioner of internal revenue that the 
informer gets paid for only those that 
he eonvicts, whereas he fills the jail 
with innocent men who lie there for 
months before they can be tried. In 
addition to that, the larger number of 
those whom they arrest pu:chase their 
ransom. In that case the government 
gets nothing. The proceeding is sim- 
ply levying of black mail upon the 
people by these informers. The super- 
visor of internal revenue told me 
himself at the time three 
hundred were in jail that he 
had five hundred more _ reported 
and informed upou, and that really he 
did not know what todo. 

Mr. HURLBUT—Why do you not 
indict those othcers for conspirecy ? 

Mr. HILL—Why, sir, we have al- 
ready commeuced that; but what good 
will that do? How does that relive 
these innocent people? How does 
that answer the argument that the gov- 
ernment is makirg nothing by this sys- 
tem of information and the people are 
being oppressed most alarmingly ? You 
see by the letter which has been read 
sumething of the condition of affairs, 
and I learn by the papers that one dep- 
uty marshal has recently been indicted 
for highway-robbery and another 
has left the country to avoid 
indictment. But that does 
not meet the evil. The trouble is that, 
under pretense of serving the govern- 
ment, these officers are serving them- 
selves. They are levying blackmail 
upon the people under pretense of col- 
lecting the revenue. Ido not blame 
the government in this matter; it is im- 
possible that it can always have honest 
offici.ls. I say tbe error is in the sys- 
tem. I have no faith in men who make 
it a business to tura informers upon the 

ople.
